Report from Calcutta — Cholera, plague, and smallpox — Cholera 
epidemic in Kashmir diminishing. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, July 11 : 

Week ended June 29, 1907 : 68 deaths from cholera, 28 from plague, 
and 2 from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In Bengal and India, week ended June 22, 1907: 71 cases and 78 
deaths, and 12,010 cases and 10,830 deaths, from plague, respectively. 

The decline in the cholera returns from Kashmir continues. For 
the week ended June 29 there were but 840 cases and 723 deaths.
